WHY WE DON’T 
NEED FEDERAL AID 
TO EDUCATION 
The premise that we need and want top-quality 
education for our children, with or without any prodding 
from the Russians, is certainly one on which agreement 
is unanimous. But how to do it? Our educators 
have 
perhaps gone a little overboard and taken the stand that 
it is merely a matter of money; that they have been 
neglected in favor of other more vocal groups. 
If the N.Y. City electrician is worth $6 an hour for 
twisting a couple of wires together, with extra schooling 
they should be worth more. Perhaps the electrician is 
worth this or maybe he is grossly overpaid. The same 
agrument might be made of a bank robber. He sticks up 
and gets away with a lot of cash from some bank. 
Perhaps he gets thousands of dollars for each hour he 
puts in and maybe even doesn’t turn it in on his income 
tax. So those of us who pursue a peaceful and lawful 
form of existence should certainly be as well treated as 
those who violate the law. We all know that the proper 
thing to do is to correct the errors and not compound 
them. 
You only have to pickup the paper to see in so many 
cases where the Federal Government has stepped in, not 
only do costs go up, but the program bogs down. Take our 
road program. For years here in Missouri we developed 
good roads at a total tax cost of just a couple cents a 
gallon of gasoline. A few mistakes were made such as 
constructing some stretches of three-lane pavement. It is 
also^rue we didn’t have a lot of fancy cloverleafs and 
take a small farm to make a normal road crossing.. Now 
with a total gas tax of five times this amount, costs have 
gone up to a million dollars a mile, and from what you 
read the program is in trouble and costs estimates have 
soared. 
Everywhere I go I see new school houses. In most 
cases they seem to be more costly than the houses of the 
people who foot the bill. In this connection I would like to 
call your attention to some of our local school con­ 
struction. Two schools with tile outer walls have been 
built in Webster Groves, where I live. A fancy roof and 
window job is in Ladue and a granite monument of the 
world is a product of Clayton. 
Now, I am sure that no one wishes to intrude on what 
the people of these communities do with their money or 
what their tastes are along the artistic. But just stop for a 
moment and figure what they might have done had 
“Uncle” been picking up the tab for most of the cost. 
You know the old argument of the more bricks we use, 
the busier both the factory and the mechanic are. And 
how all this extra money helps the town merchants! But 
when everybody does it, isn’t it just the same thing as 
any other form of excess spending? Isn’t it about time 
the taxpayer in general gets a break before he goes 
broke? In Webster Groves there has been quite an in­ 
crease in amount of delinquent taxes in recent years. 
Perhaps such type of programming is responsible for 
this. Also, how is that going to help youngsters get a 
better education? 
The following is offered as a suggestion. It costs you 
nothing and maybe is worth no more. If we put an excise 
tax of 5 per per cent on new houses and used this to build 
new schools, wouldn’t this solve the problem and put the 
cost where it belongs? It’s the new subdivision that needs 
the schools. And this cost is less than streets, sewers, and 
fancy kitchens now cost. Even less than local real estate 
men will charge in commission to sell the house. 
As to ability to pay teachers, two of these districts 
spend about $600 per year per pupil, the otherabout $900. 
Now take the two lower cost districts with around 30 
pupils per teacher: you have a tax intake of $18,000 per 
teacher (600x30), but the teacher gets only 35 per cent of 
this. Let’s cut the fat out of the schools’ overhead. 
Before the last war, I helped some boys bone up for 
service exams and found questions in all former tests in 
math on the binominal theorem. No boy had heard of it. 
In checking, I found it was still in the book, but usually 
the classes "didn’t get that far.” Checking class 
progress. I believe that a reward for efficient teachers 
and new faces for others could cure this. A promotion 
schedule looking for teachers to progress from teaching - 
let us say - primary grades through high school and 
eventually becoming college professors could solve 
the salary increase problem. If a person never increases 
his ability, regardless of how many degrees he has, why 
is he entitled to more money every year? In place of 
helping the teachers beat inflation, it would help all of us, 
teachers included, if we took off the kid gloves and went 
to work cutting government spending and the so-called 
wage prices spiral. 
It might be interesting to compare our local schools 
with some 
across the water. A quick check with a 
school district in South Africa would seem to indicate 
school principals and teachers get much less than here, 
so is just raising the “ante” going to get us better 
education? South Africa and and we have somewhat the 
same type ancestors, same latitude, etc. Why do they get 
more for their money than we do? Over there they also 
apparently have an hour a week religious instruction. 
Our separation of church and state would not permit 
that, but would it not pay it to put in the primary grades 
an hour a week of morals and ethics? And at high school, 
continue with an hour a week on logic and philosophy? 
Maybe we could overcome some delinquency problems 
by teaching what is right and wrong. Teaching students 
to think and reason could act as a vaccination against 
following a delusive demagogue or so-called mass 
movement that can easily develop with some of the . 
things we are not only permitting but even encouraging. 
We ail know that if there is no money around, all of us 
are honest. With a 100-billion- dollar one and an added 
attraction for itching palsm and sticky fingers? So 
cutting down on governement exxpenses may also im­ 
prove the morals of our citizens. Think in the hereafter 
how much nicer it will be to be playing a harp instead of 
using a shovel. So why get the Federal Government in 
deeper? 
Actually isn’t what we need more work for both pupils 
and teachers? Do you have a 24-hour week and work only 
nine months a year? Perhaps a four-term school year of 


11 weeks each with two weeks’ vacation would be 
practical. When will the teachers get their masters 
degrees 
and 
doctorates? 
Just 
like 
the 
average 
businessman: more elbow grease and midnight oil.

THE COURT CONSIDERS 
DEATH PENALTY AGAIN 
Once again the Supreme Court 
is considering the death penalty. 
Is it cruel and unusual, in the 
meaning of the Eighth Amen­ 
dment? Does it deter? Is it just? 
Is it imposed in a discriminatory 


manner? Not all the questions 
are new, though the argument 
must now be conducted within 
the framework of the Court’s 
1972 decision, which ruled that 
the broad discretion with which 
capital punishment has been 
applied made the death penalty 
unconstitutional. 
The Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, 
where 
the 
case 
currently under consideration 
arose, ruled that the effect of the 
1972 decision was to change 
North Carolina’s discretionary 
into a mandatory death penalty 
law. 
Thers 
can 
still 
be 
discretion, opponents of the 
death penalty claim, even where 
the penalty is mandatory under 
the law. The prosecution can 
plea-bargain and bring lesser 
charges, and the governor can 
exercise executive clemency. 
But the Supreme Court didn’t 
object to that in 1972, and it need 
not be assumed that it will now. 
In an age in which man’s 
inhumanity to man shows no 
decline on the individual or 
national scene, it seems odd to 
argue that the death penbalty is 
cruel or unusual (and it must be 
both to be proscribed by the 
Eighth Amendment). That the 
death 
penalty 
deters 
is 
inherently plausible and, though 
difficult 
to 
prove, 
the 
proposition is supported by a 
growing body of evidence. In 


New York State since the repeal 
of 
capital 
punishment, 
the 
proportion of murders com­ 
m itted 
by 
strangers--i.e., 
killings that are not crimes of 
passion 
by (Hie acquaintance 
against another-has risen from 
one-fifth to one half. And even if 
the deterrent effect were only 
speculative, 
it seems more 
reasonable if error is to be 
made, to take the life of the 
guilty man on the chance of 
sparing the life of an innocent 
m an 
by 
deterring 
his 
prospective killer, than to risk 
the innocent life for the sake of 
{reserving the guilty. 
But in the end the issue is 
really one of justice. For some 
crimes death is the only ap­ 
propriate penalty that should be 
meted out by a society that is 
serious about its own nature and 
survival.

Depressed Auto Union Raising 
$150 Million Strike Fund 
DETROIT-Indeed this is a 
strange recession. One leaves 
New York City shortly after a 
long conversation with former 
Tarzan movie star Fred O’Neal, 
now president of the AFL-CIO 
Associated Actors and Artistes 
of America, recalling that he 
said the deeper the recession the 
longer the lines at the theatrical 
box offices. 
And in the auto town one reads 
the small print and discovers 
that the long-suffering United 
Auto Workers has a swiftly 
growing strike fund of over $110 
million. And that it will be well 
over $150 million when the 
union’s contract with the Big 
Three car manufacturers ex­ 
pires 
just about the 
time a 
bicentenially 
reincarnated 
George 
W ashington 
seizes 
Brooklyn Heights next year. 
Since this war chest comes out 
of members’ dues, there must be 
a great many of them working. 
Especially 
since 
the 
union 
secretary 
tre a su re r 
Emil 
Mazey, last I believe of the 
depression sit-down auto plant 
seizers, says the UAW can still 
afford to donate over a quarter 
million dollars a year to Cesar 
Chavez’s United Farm Workers. 
Further, we have the word of 
UAW’s 
vice 
president 
Pat 
Greathouse that the agricultural 
implement sector is booming 
and will continue to prosper. Our 
farmers, with a bull market at 
home and abroad, need the big 
"cats” and tractors. I know 
from my own intercontinental 
treks that foreign farmers on 
both sides of the iron and 
bamboo curtains pray for them. 
So employment at International 
Harvester, Caterpillar Tractor 
and John Deere will stay steady, 
Greathouse predicted. 
It is rough on the 180,000 auto 
workers who are on indefinite 
layoffs (best figure around). But 
much of this is due to the in- 
vastion 
of 
foreign 
car 
m anufacturers 
who 
have 
grabbed some 22 per cent of the 
American market. 
In passing, it’s fascinating to 
note that except for the Ger­ 
mans, the foreign car workers 
are arrogantly anti-American. 
Especially the Socialists and 
Communists in the unions at 
Volvo in Sweden and Fiat in 
Italy. 
This 22 per cent of the 
American market can’t hold up 
if 
our 
producers 
come 
up 
with some imaginative autos. 
The 22 per cent now is more than 
the combined sales in the U. S. of 
Chrysler and American Motors 
and nearly that of Ford. So it’s a 
m atter of selling a smaller car 
which can get more go for the 
gallon. 
And there’s the slight matter 
of getting the ecologists off the 


auto makers’ backs. But that 22 
per cent can--and will--be 
retaken 
from 
the 
foreign 
producers. That will put vir­ 
tually all the dis-employed auto 
workers back on the lines in a 
year, 
according 
to 
the 
specialists here. 
Certainly there’s joblessness. 
But very little fear. 
If some of the national labor 
chiefs just wouldn't go so gung- 
ho on doom some of the gloom 
would go. At this moment, even 
those workers who lost their 
Supplemental 
Unemployment 
Benefits two weeks ago are 
covered for costs of hospital, 
medical, 
prescription 
drugs, 
accident and life insurance. 
C o m m u n ity 
s e r v ic e s 
organizations of both the UAW 
and the AFL-CIO are seeing 
families through all sorts of 
problem s from 
m arital to 
moratoriums on mortgages and 
utility bills. 
It's rough on the dignity. But it 
isn’t the grim fear of fear 
against 
which 
a 
form er 
President 
warned. 
What 
it 
comes to across this nation is 
whether the cup is 10 per cent 
empty or 90 per cent full. 
Actually at least 91.1 per cent of 
over 
92 million 
people are 
working. Of these, nearly 10 
million now are tied into cost of 
living increases To be blunt, not 
a hell of a lot of the employed 
appear disturbed by the jobless. 
Nor is there any inclination to 
share the work. Or for that 
m atter to use the $110 million 
strike fund to ease the plight of 
the 180,000 unemployed auto 
union brothers and sisters. 
W hatever 
is 
lacking 
in 
fraternity is being made up by 
the federal government. A high 
U.S. 
T reasury 
D epartm ent 
official reports that more than 
$153 billion will be disbursed by 
the government in individual 
benefit payments during fiscal 
year 
1976. 
Probably 
more. 
Congress hasn’t yet adjourned. 
This is 44 per cent of the 
national outlays. Add some $37 
billion in federal grants to 
localities and states. So the 
taxpayers are doing right well 
by their unemployed neighbors. 
There are 84.1 million persons 
working This leaves eight or 
nine million jobless depending 
on the day. The orators will say 
that even one jobless worker is 
too much. But the orators don't 
have to meet the federal bills. It 
may well be that this nation, for 
a while, will not be able to ab­ 
sorb the current unemployed 
and the newcomers pouring out 
of the colleges and schools. 
A new WPA, new CCC camps, 
new work projects may be 
needed. Nothing wrong with 
these. At least the jobless will be 
working for their daily bread, 
their dignity, while they wait 
their turn as so many did once 
upon a grimmer time.

WHY WE DON’T 
NEED FEDERAL AID 
TO EDUCATION 
The premise that we need and want top-quality 
education for our children, with or without any prodding 
from the Russians, is certainly one on which agreement 
is unanimous. But how to do it? Our educators 
have 
perhaps gone a little overboard and taken the stand that 
it is merely a matter of money; that they have been 
neglected in favor of other more vocal groups. 
If the N.Y. City electrician is worth $6 an hour for 
twisting a couple of wires together, with extra schooling 
they should be worth more. Perhaps the electrician is 
worth this or maybe he is grossly overpaid. The same 
agrument might be made of a bank robber. He sticks up 
and gets away with a lot of cash from some bank. 
Perhaps he gets thousands of dollars for each hour he 
puts in and maybe even doesn’t turn it in on his income 
tax. So those of us who pursue a peaceful and lawful 
form of existence should certainly be as well treated as 
those who violate the law. We all know that the proper 
thing to do is to correct the errors and not compound 
them. 
You only have to pickup the paper to see in so many 
cases where the Federal Government has stepped in, not 
only do costs go up, but the program bogs down. Take our 
road program. For years here in Missouri we developed 
good roads at a total tax cost of just a couple cents a 
gallon of gasoline. A few mistakes were made such as 
constructing some stretches of three-lane pavement. It is 
also Irue we didn’t have a lot of fancy cloverleafs and 
take a small farm to make a normal road crossing.. Now 
with a total gas tax of five times this amount, costs have 
gone up to a million dollars a mile, and from what you 
read the program is in trouble and costs estimates have 
soared. 
Everywhere I go I see new school houses. In most 
cases they seem to be more costly than the houses of the 
people who foot the bill. In this connection I would like to 
call your attention to some of our local school con­ 
struction. Two schools with tile outer walls have been 
built in Webster Groves, where I live. A fancy roof and 
window job is in Ladue and a granite monument of the 
world is a product of Clayton. 
Now, I am sure that no one wishes to intrude on what 
the people of these communities do with their money or 
what their tastes are along the artistic. But just stop for a 
moment and figure what they might have done had 
“ Uncle” been picking up the tab for most of the cost. 
You know the old argument of the more bricks we use, 
the busier both the factory and the mechanic are. And 
how all this extra money helps the town merchants! But 
when everybody does it, isn’t it just the same thing as 
any other form of excess spending? Isn’t it about time 
the taxpayer in general gets a break before he goes 
broke? In Webster Groves there has been quite an in­ 
crease in amount of delinquent taxes in recent years. 
Perhaps such type of programming is responsible for 
this. Also, how is that going to help youngsters get a 
better education? 
The following is offered as a suggestion. It costs you 
nothing and maybe is worth no more. If we put an excise 
tax of 5 per per cent on new houses and used this to build 
new schools, wouldn’t this solve the problem and put the 
cost where it belongs? It’s the new subdivision that needs 
the schools. And this cost is less than streets, sewers, and 
fancy kitchens now cost. Even less than local real estate 
men will charge in commission to sell the house. 
As to ability to pay teachers, two of these districts 
spend about $600 per year per pupil, the other about $900. 
Now take the two lower cost districts with around 30 
pupils per teacher: you have a tax intake of $18,000 per 
teacher (600x30), but the teacher gets only 35 per cent of 
this. Let’s cut the fat out of the schools’ overhead. 
Before the last war, I helped some boys bone up for 
service exams and found questions in all former tests in 
math on the binominal theorem. No boy had heard of it. 
In checking, I found it was still in the book, but usually 
the classes “didn’t get that far.” Checking class 
progress, 1 believe that a reward for efficient teachers 
and new faces for others could cure this. A promotion 
schedule looking for teachers to progress from teaching - 
let us say - primary grades through high school and 
eventually becoming college professors could solve 
the salary increase problem. If a person never increases 
his ability, regardless of how many degrees he has, why 
is he entitled to more money every year? In place of 
helping the teachers beat inflation, it would help all of us, 
teachers included, if we took off the kid gloves and went 
to work cutting government spending and the so-called 
wage prices spiral. 
It might be interesting to compare our local schools 
with some 
across the water. A quick check with a 
school district in South Africa would seem to indicate 
school principals and teachers get much less than here, 
so is just raising the “ante” going to get us better 
education? South Africa and and we have somewhat the 
same type ancestors, same latitude, etc. Why do they get 
more for their money than we do? Over there they also 
apparently have an hour a week religious instruction. 
Our separation of church and state would not permit 
that, but would it not pay it to put in the primary grades 
an hour a week of morals and ethics? And at high school, 
continue with an hour a week on logic and philosophy? 
Maybe we could overcome some delinquency problems 
by teaching what is right and wrong. Teaching students 
to think and reason could act as a vaccination against 
following a delusive demagogue or so-called mass 
movement that can easily develop with some of the 
things we are not only permitting but even encouraging. 
We all know that if there is no money around, all of us 
are honest. With a 100-billion- dollar one and an added 
attraction for itching palsm and sticky fingers? So 
cutting down on govemement exxpenses may also im­ 
prove the morals of our citizens. Think in the hereafter 
how much nicer it will be to be playing a harp instead of 
using a shovel. So why get the Federal Government in 
deeper? 
Actually isn’t what we need more work for both pupils 
and teachers? Do you have a 24-hour week and work only 
nine months a year? Perhaps a four-term school year of 


11 weeks each with two weeks’ vacation would be 
practical. When will the teachers get their masters 
degrees 
and 
doctorates? 
Just 
like the average 
businessman: more elbow grease and midnight oil.

THE COURT CONSIDERS 
DEATH PENALTY AGAIN 
Once again the Supreme Court 
is considering the death penalty. 
Is it cruel and unusual, in the 
meaning of the Eighth Amen­ 
dment? Does it deter? Is it just? 
Is it imposed in a discriminatory 


manner? Not all the questions 
are new, though the argument 
must now be conducted within 
the framework of the Court’s 
1972 decision, which ruled that 
the broad discretion with which 
capital punishment has been 
applied made the death penalty 
unconstitutional. 
The Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, 
where the 
case 
currently under consideration 
arose, ruled that the effect of the 
1972 decision was to change 
North Carolina’s discretionary 
into a mandatory death penalty 
law. 
Thers 
can 
still 
be 
discretion, opponents of the 
death penalty claim, even where 
the penalty is mandatory under 
the law. The prosecution can 
plea-bargain and bring lesser 
charges, and the governor can 
exercise executive clemency. 
But the Supreme Court didn’t 
object to that in 1972, and it need 
not be assumed that it will now. 
In an age in which man’s 
inhumanity to man shows no 
decline on the individual or 
national scene, it seems odd to 
argue that the death penbalty is 
cruel or unusual (and it must be 
both to be proscribed by the 
Eighth Amendment). That the 
death 
penalty deters 
is 
inherently plausible and, though 
difficult 
to 
prove, 
the 
proposition is supported by a 
growing body of evidence. In 


New York State since the repeal 
of 
capital 
punishment, 
the 
proportion of murders com­ 
mitted 
by 
strangers-i.e., 
killings that are not crimes of 
passion 
by one acquaintance 
against another-has risen from 
one-fifth to one half. And even if 
the deterrent effect were only 
speculative, 
it seems more 
reasonable if error is to be 
made, to take the life of the 
guilty man on the chance of 
sparing the life of an innocent 
man 
by 
deterring 
his 
prospective killer, than to risk 
the innocent life for the sake of 
preserving the guilty. 
But in the end the issue is 
really one of justice. For some 
crimes death is the only ap­ 
propriate penalty that should be 
meted out by a society that is 
serious about its own nature and 
survival.

This leaves eight or 
nine million jobless depending 
on the day. The orators will say 
that even one jobless worker is 
too much. But the orators don’t 
have to meet the federal bills. It 
may well be that this nation, for 
a while, will not be able to ab­ 
sorb the current unemployed 
and the newcomers pouring out 
of the colleges and schools.

Facts on removers 


By JEWEL GRADY 
How do you remove grass stains? What do you do when chewing 
gum dries on junior’s new suit? Questions such as these pose new 
problems today because of the new selection of fabrics. Successful 
stain removal starts with the selection of a method of stain 
removal that is suited to both stain and fabric. Immediate treat­ 
ment is a key to easier stain removal for all fabric. This is 
especially true for some synthetics and treated cotton since grease 
ami water stains are harder to remove and fast action with them is 
important. 
Chances are that the homemaker suddenly faced with a stain — 
will have a better chance of successfully removing it promptly if 
she has advance knowledge. 
All necessary information for removing stains is found in a 
revised and updated bulletin of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture 
It is “ Removing Stains from Fabrics: Home 
Method.’’ Copies are available for 20 cents each from the Gover­ 
nment Printing Office. Washington, D C. 20402. 
The author of this bulletin says that a fully-prepared homemaker 
has four types of stain removers on hand and readily available for 
use. These items include: 
1. Absorbent m aterials — cornstarch, cornmeal, talc or 
powdered chalk, cotton, blotter paper and sponge. 
2. Soaps and detergents 
3. Solvents — Acetone, alcohol, amyl acetate turpentine, carbon 
tetrachloride, 
methyl 
chloroform, 
perchlorethylene 
and 
trichloroethylene. 
4. Bleaches and chemical stain removals — Chlorine bleaches, 
acetate acid, ammonia, iodine, oxalic acid and sodium thiosulfate. 
Before actually starting to work on the stain, I recommend the 
worker must be assured that the remover chosen for the job will 
not damage the fabric. Some stain removers that do not damage the 
fiber may change the appearance of the treated area so that it 
looks as bad as or worse than the original stain. Make a test sample 
if possible before using a remover that could prove unsatisfactory 
for the finished job. 
Some stains do not lend themselves to home methods of 
removing It is best to take these to the professional drycleaner 
whose skill and equipment will be needed to get the stain out. 
Among some stains you may want to avoid working on at home and 
should be sent to the professionals are: Most medicine stains, 
paint, fingernail polish, most glues and adhesives.

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Facts on removers

How do you remove grass stains? What do you do when chewing 
gum dries on junior’s new suit? Questions such as these pose new 
problems today because of the new selection of fabrics. Successful 
stain removal starts with the selection of a method of stain 
removal that is suited to both stain and fabric. Immediate treat­ 
ment is a key to easier stain removal for all fabric. This is 
especially true for some synthetics and treated cotton since grease 
and water stains are harder to remove and fast action with them is 
important. 
Chances are that the homemaker suddenly faced with a stain — 
will have a better chance of successfully removing it promptly if 
she has advance knowledge. 
All necessary information for removing stains is found in a 
revised and updated bulletin of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. It is “Removing Stains from Fabrics: Home 
Method. ' Copies are available for 20 cents each from the Gover­ 
nment Printing Office. Washington. D.C. 20402. 
The author of this bulletin says that a fully-prepared homemaker 
has four types of stain removers on hand and readily available for 
use. These items include: 
1. Absorbent materials — cornstarch, commeal, talc or 
powdered chalk, cotton, blotter paper and sponge. 
2. Soaps and detergents 
3. Solvents — Acetone, alcohol, amyl acetate turpentine, carbon 
tetrachloride, 
methyl 
chloroform, 
perchlorethylene 
and 
trichloroethylene. 
4. Bleaches and chemical stain removals ~ Chlorine bleaches, 
acetate acid, ammonia, iodine, oxalic acid and sodium thiosulfate. 
Before actually starting to work on the stain, I recommend the 
worker must be assured that the remover chosen for the job will 
not damage the fabric. Some stain removers that do not damage the 
fiber may change the appearance of the treated area so that it 
looks as bad as or worse than the original stain. Make a test sample 
if possible before using a remover that could prove unsatisfactory 
for the finished job. 
Some stains do not lend themselves to home methods of 
removing It is best to take these to the professional drycleaner 
whose skill and equipment will be needed to get the stain out. 
Among some stains you may want to avoid working on at home and 
should be sent to the professionals are: Most medicine stains, 
paint, fingernail polish, most glues and adhesives.

bounce. (3)Kneel on floor. Bring 
right knee to forehead, then 
extend leg behind and arch 
back. Repeat 10 times. Still with 
leg extended, bounce leg up 10 
times. Then, keeping leg ex­ 
tended, lower chest to floor; 
push up five times. Repeat with 
left leg. (4)Leg extended in 
back, foot flexed, swing led to 
the side and back, 10 times. 
Then, with leg extended to side, 
bounce up four times, and 
forward four. Repeat, other leg. 
(5)Leg extended to side, foot 
flexed facing forward, lower leg 
to floor and raise, 10 times. 
Then, with leg still extended, 
circle back and around four 
times. Repeat, other leg. (6)Leg 
raised, in bent-knee position at 
hip level, ankle slightly lower 
than hip, foot flexed, extend leg 
out to the side and back, 10 
times. Repeat, other leg. (7)Leg 
extended to side, sit back on 
heel, then come back up to 


kneeling position, five times. 
Repeat, other leg. (8)Lie on 
side, resting on forearm. Lower 
leg is slightly bent. Swing upper 
leg backward and forward 10 
times, toe pointed. Then bounce 
leg back 10 times. Repeat, other 
side. (9)Lie on side, resting on 
elbow and upper arm. Body 
should 
be 
straight, 
with 
shoulder, hip and knee aligned. 


Lower leg is slightly bent, upper 
leg should have knee facing 
down, heel up. Raise and lower 
leg with foot flexed 20 times. 
Then repeat exercise resting on 
forearm, 15 times, and then 
again supporting yourself with 
straight arm, 10 times. Change 
sides, repeat. (lO)This exercise 
should be done holding on to the 


back of a heavy chair or dresser, 
waist-high. Start on toes, hips at 
right angle to chair. Sink down 
halfway, keeping knees and 
ankles together, back straight. 
Hold for count of 10. (This is 
tough but fantastic for your 


legs!) Come back up. then down 
halfway again for another count 
of 10. Now drop all the way down 
to your heels, bounce up and 
down 10 times. (ll)Similar to 
number 10, but this time facing 
chair. This is specifically for 
inner thighs. Start on toes, 
keeping heels together at all 
times, back straight, sink to 


halfway position; hold for count 
of 10. Drop down to heels, then 
come halfway up again for 
another count of 10. Drop down 
to heels and bounce 10 times. 
This is the final hip and thigh 


exercise. Now run in place, 
jump, shake yourself out for a 
minute or so. You’ve had a 


workout! And one final word: 
Expect to be a little sore in the 
beginning.

stays flexible and has a free 
floating bias.
